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Council Looks at Request for Rezoning 
One Final Tract at Capital Office Park

A special work session of 
city council, called to con¬ 
sider a request for rezoning 
of a 16-acre parcel in the 
Capital Office Park, raised 
more questions than it an¬ 
swered, ending in a request 
to the representative of the 
developers for still another 
meeting. The work session, 
held on June 24, followed a 
special meeting of the city 
council on end-of-the-fiscal 
year housekeeping matters. 

After the official meeting in 
the council diamber, the five 
members of council adjourned to 
the library to meet with Nancy L. 
Slepicka, lawyer for the develo¬ 
pers. Capital Office Park is the 
complex of highrise buildings a- 
long the Beltway north of Spring- 
hill Lake and south and west of 
the city cemetery. Four build¬ 
ings have been completed —three 
in parallel position along the 
Beltway and one at the intersec¬ 
tion of Kenilworth Ave. and Ivy 
Lane. Two more, directly to the 
west of the cemetery, are cur¬ 
rently being developed. 

Slepicka was present to listen 


to council’s concerns considering 
a request for rezoning of the last 
available parcel in the tract. This 
is a triangular piece of slightly 
more than 16 acres located at the 
end of Ivy Lane, where it will e- 
ventually meet Cherrywood Lane 
extended. (According to future 
plans, Cherrywood will be carried 
by bridge over the Beltway and 
will intersect Kenilworth Ave. 
just north of the SHA salt 
dome.) The base of the triangle 
in question will lie along Cher¬ 
rywood Lane. The developer re¬ 
quests a change in zoning from 
R-18 (medium density residen¬ 
tial) to C-0 (commercial office). 

Both the city’s Advisory 
Planning Board and the Parks 
and Recreation Advisory Board 
have approved the change, 
though both would like to see 
plans for development of recrea¬ 
tional facilities in the area- 
Much of the tract is a flood plain- 
Keith Chemikoff, chairman of 
PRAB, commented that they are 
thinking only of “passive sitting 
areas” and hiker-Jriker trails to 
connect with those being devel¬ 
oped elsewhere in the city. 

Council members asked numer¬ 
ous questions concerning site plan 
studies and plans for signage, 


all of which Slepicka said were 
premature. At this point the 
developers do not know whether 
they would construct one build¬ 
ing or two, or even three. They 
are thinking of developing a heli¬ 
port on one of the buildings, she 
said. Nor do they have a time 
frame as yet in which specific 
planning would occur; much 
would depend on the state of the 
future real estate market, she 
commented. 

Nevertheless, she had with her 
a colored flyer with an artist’s 
rendering of buildings on the en¬ 
tire complex, including the tract 
in question- Counci 1member Toni 
Bram was particularly excercis ed 
that nowhere on the drawing did 
the name Greenbelt appear. The 
only description of location was 
Beltway exit 23. 

Councilmember Tom White, ap¬ 
parently giving expression to the 
concerns of all the council, said. 
“I consider this the last rezon¬ 
ing for this project. Sign plans 
and site plans are still unresolv¬ 
ed. We would like the applicant's 
support (before giving the okay 
to the rezoning petition) that 
are not unreasonable condi¬ 
tions.”

Former Police Lieutenaot Krob 
Gets Cash Settlement from City

At a special city council meeting on June 24, council) 
ended a longstanding personnel matter concerning a former 
police officer John C. Krob. Council action took the form 
of passing a resolution to transfer funds in order to make a 
payment of $27,500 to Krob — an amount negotiated be¬ 
tween Krob's attorney, Benjamin R. Wolman, and city at¬ 
torney Emmett Nanna. 


In March 1983 a police review 
board found Kro-b guilty of 13 
charges of violating Greenbelt 
city rules, regulations, and poli¬ 
cies and ordered his dismissal. 
The board found that Krob 
brought the Greenbelt Police De¬ 
partment into disrepute when, on 
two occasions, he sold weapons 
which he had removed from the 
department and represented as 
his own. He was also found guilty 
of making untruthful statements, 
removing and tampering with 
property and evidence and failing 
to observe the law. 

Krob appealed the decision to 
the Prince Georges Circuit Court, 
which remanded the question of 
appropriate punishment to the 
review board for reconsideration. 
The police board, in a letter to 
the city last September, again 
unanimously recommended dis¬ 
missal. Greenbelt Chief of Police 
Francis T. Hutson took that 
recommendation and gave Krob 
final notice that the original dis¬ 
missal of March 29. 1983. was 
being reaffirmed. 

Krob appealed for a second 
time and on March 11, 1985, Cir- 

Riders Needed on Rll, 15

On June 27, riders of the Rll 
and R15 express buses to the 
New Carrollton Metro Station 
were ecstatic to hear that the 
County, being responsive to their 
needs, had granted a 6-month 
‘stay-of-execution.’ Both routes 
had been destined to be drastic¬ 
ally curtailed because of low rid- 
ership through an admitted lack 
of public awareness. With the 
whole-hearted support of the 
Greenbelt City Council, potential 
riders have six months in which 
to prove that, with some public¬ 
ity, the two routes will be pat¬ 
ronized by enough people to 
make them viable. 

Those currently riding either 
the T16 or the R12 in order to 
get to New Carrollton or are 
driving, either to New Carrollton 
or all the way downtown but 
would rather take the bus, should 
consider this option: The R15 
leaves Roosevelt Center at 6:35, 
7:05, 7:35 and 8:05 a.m. daily. It 
leaves New Carrollton (Rte. 50 
side) at 4:45, 5:15, 5:45 and 6:15 
p.m. daily. The Rll leaves Ed- 
monston and Greenbelt Roads at 
6:20, 6:50, 7:20 and 7:50 a.m. 
daily and leaves New Carrollton 
at 4:30, 5, 5:30, and 6 p.m. daily. 
The trip takes 20-25 minutes. 


cuit Court Judge G. R. Hovey 
Johnson ordered the dismissal re¬ 
versed on the grounds that the 
dismissal decision was “arbitrary 
and capricious.” The judge re¬ 
manded the case to Greenbelt's 
Chief of Police “for further ac¬ 
tion not inconsistent” with the 
court’s order. 

Both sides gave notice to the 
court that they would appeal var¬ 
ious portions of the Judge’s order. 
At a pre-hearing conference at 
the Court of Special Appeals in 
April, the court explored with 
both parties the possibility of 
settling out of court. The negotia¬ 
tions that followed were success¬ 
ful.

As part of the settlement be¬ 
tween Krob and the city, Krob 
will be allowed to keep $3,998 in 
unemployment compensation he 
received from the state of Mary¬ 
land. (Though paid by the state.

Prescription Drug Change 

Changes in income standards 
on June 28 will enable more state 
residents to be eligible for finan¬ 
cial assistance for prescription 
drugs, according to the Maryland 
Department of Health and Mental 
Hygiene. An increase in gross 
annual income standards is mak¬ 
ing more people eligible for aid. 

If the gross annual income is 
$5600 or less and the individual 
is not receiving Medical Assist¬ 
ance (Medicaid), that person may 
be eligible to obtain prescription 
drugs at a cost of one dollar with 
the state paying the remaining 
costs. Certain other covered items 
are also included. For each ad¬ 
ditional eligible person in the 
family the income limit increases 
by approximately $200.

the amount is reimbursable by 
the city. The city had contended 
that Krob, since he was fired, was 
not entitled to such compensa¬ 
tion.) On the other hand, Krob 
concedes that the monetary set¬ 
tlement confirms his termination 
from employment (He had re¬ 
quested reinstatement.) 

The city resolution was passed 
four to one, with councilmember 
Tom White voting no. White did 
not disagree with the substance of 
the resolution, but with the pro¬ 
cedures under which it was pas¬ 
sed. Under council rules, actions 
considered of a routine nature 
(such as housekeeping functions 
like transfer of funds from one 
department to another or com¬ 
mendatory resolutions), council 
may suspend the usual rules cal¬ 
ling for two readings of a mo¬ 
tion, at two consecutive council 
meetings. Instead, both readings 
occur at the same meeting. 

On a motion by councilmember 
Ed Putens, council considered sus¬ 
pending the rules on this resolu¬ 
tion. White, however, strongly 
opposed the action because citi¬ 
zens would not have an opportun¬ 
ity to respond. Discussion brought 
out the circumstance that if the 
resolution was not passed that 
evening, the money would have 
to be paid out of the budget for 
the following fiscal year, since the 
next council meeting will not be 
held till July 15. That fact 
would require that a new resolu¬ 
tion would have to be introduced 
for first reading on that date. 

Councilman Dick Pilski argued 
that the matter had been negoti¬ 
ated through a court process and 
that such a financial matter 
should be settled expeditiously. 
Councilmember Toni Bram while 
concerned by the lack of public 
notice that the item would be on 
the agenda nevertheless voted 
for the motion to suspend the 
rules and i'or the substance of 
the resolution, which had already 
been agreed to in a council work 
session.

up a meeting for council with the 
developers prior to a scheduled 
meeting before the county's Zon¬ 
ing Hearing Examiner on July 
17. The next regular meeting 
of the city council is July 15, 
when council is expected to make 
a recommendation concerning the 
zoning petition. Both parties 
agreed to try to set up a confer¬ 
ence before that date, probably 
on July 11. 

Position Reclassificatin 

In the special council meeting 
preceding the work session, coun¬ 
cil, at city manager Jim Giese's 
request, approved a recommenda¬ 
tion to reclassify the position of 
Communications Specialist within 
the police department. Previously 
classified at the same grade as 
an Office Assistant I. the Com¬ 
munications Specialist, the dis¬ 
patcher, has a far more exacting 
job, Giese said. The position re¬ 
quires rotating shift work and 
extensive on-the-job training, and 
the incumbent must ^handle mul¬ 
tiple telephone lines, the police 
radio, and the lobby window as 
well as the police computer at 
the same time." More import¬ 
antly, Giese said, this employe 
must be able to distinguish cor¬ 
rectly “between emergency and 
nonemergency needs and accur¬ 
ately obtain and transmit infor¬ 
mation" 

Both the chief of police and 
the Public Administration Service 
recommended reclassifying the 
position two grades higher, which 
would make Greenbelt competi¬ 
tive With other jurisdictions in 
the area. Presently at $13.062—it 
pays less than all but Hyattsville, 
at $12,003.

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GHI Okays Sidewalk Easement 

by Mavis Fletcher 

At its meeting on June 20, the board of directors ofl 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc., granted an easement to the City of 
Greenbelt for installation of sidewalks from the 8 Court 
of Ridge Road through the 7 Court of Crescent. The board 
added a recommendation that the city endeavor to mini¬ 
mize the impact of these improvements on the yards of the 
homes next to the street. . 


Members who expressed opin¬ 
ions to the board divided on the 
issue. Those whose yards will 
be affected were understandably 
opposed to the sidewalks. Others 
cited the traffic danger to people 
walking and children playing in 
the street as reason to support 
them. Director Ray McCawley 
pointed out that granting the 
easement is not the last of the 
matter; he advised members to 
contact city officials to make sure 
that their concerns are addres¬ 
sed. 

11 Court Ridge Rd. Parking 

The board also heard both sides 
of a dispute over parking in the 
11 Court of Ridge Road. Michael 
Prosise, Chairman of the Build¬ 
ings and Grounds Committee 
recommended that the parking 
classification be changed from 
‘'reserved” to ‘restricted” since 
too few parking spaces are avail¬ 
able to assign one to each resi¬ 
dent. The reserved designation 
was made possible by a 1979 
board decision which, as an ex¬ 
ception, allowed garages to be 
counted as parking spaces, thus 
making it possible for each resi¬ 
dent to’ have a reserved space. 

Some court members had sug¬ 
gested carving four additional 
parking spaces out of green 
space, thereby bringing the num¬ 
ber of spaces to the required min¬ 
imum for reserved parking. Audit 
Committee member Andrea Has- 


linger, however, maintained that 
the present parking designation 
would work satisfactorily if visi¬ 
tor spaces were clearly marked so 
that visitors did not park in re¬ 
served spaces. On a unanimous 
vote, the board ordered that the 
court be polled to see if the 
residents want the parking clas¬ 
sification changed. 

SLSC Audit Report 

The board also received the fi¬ 
nancial statement of the Share 
Loan Service Corporation for the 
period from its founding in July 
1984 through the end of the year. 
The balance sheet for the first 
six months operation showed a 
loss of about $56,000. As Gen¬ 
eral Manager Ron Colton ex¬ 
plained, this sum is actually a 
“paper loss” resulting from the 
accounting method used. He sta¬ 
ted that, on a cash basis of ac¬ 
counting, the financial statement 
would actually have shown a 
$120,000 surplus and that, in fact, 
the corporation is “operating in 
the black.”

That stock has since been trans¬ 
ferred to the Cooperative League 
of the USA.
